monia, bhorax, bay rum, castor oil, camphor
spirits, camphor gum, copperas, glveerine, epson
salts, glauber salts, rochelle salts, fennel seed,
indigo, magnesia, potash, senna leaves, sulphur,
vaseline, insect powder, resin, turpentine, and
blue vitrol. Poisonous drugs or medicines, such
as rough on rats, carbolic acid, aconite, laud-
anum, paregori¢ and spirits of nitre may be sold
by general stores in sealed packages only; said
package to be properly labeled by a registered
pharmacist of Wisconsin. The label shall have
the name of a registered pharmacist thereon, and
the words ‘Registered Pharmacist of Wisconsin,
Certificate No. * with the proper directions
for the use thereof. The sale of these articles put
up by wholesale druggigts or manufacturers, not
registered pharmacists of Wisconsin, is not legal
under this act.”
